ARMS AND AMMUNITION, 


MYSTERIOUS chris OF THE REBEL CHILIAN 
&SCHOONER—POOR TORPEDO PRACTICE. 

Saw Frawcisco, Cal., May 5.—Ricardo L. 
Trumbull of Santiago de Chill, representative 
of the Congressional party, isin the city and 
explains the mysterious cruise of the 
schooner Robert and Minnie, which is at Cat- 
aline Islands, loaded with arms and ammu- 
nition. Mr. Trumbull says the cargo consists 
of 10,000 45.70-caliber Remington rifies and 
2.500.000 cartridges. They were shipped by 
rail from New York and arrived here April 22. 

The Chilian steamfer Eleta is still at San 
Diego taking a large amount of coal and sup- 
plies. The opinion is growing that she is a 
nan transport and is after arms and am- 
unition for the Chillian insurgents which she 
will get from the Robert and Minnie. It was 
reported yesterday that a Chilian war vessel 
was lying outside the harbor awaiting the 
appearance of the Eleta. The Eleta took in 
some live cattle yesterday, 8,000 pounds of 
dressed beef and 600 tons of coal. 

The Mexican war ship Democrata has ar- 
rived in the harbor. It is believed she was 
attracted here by the report that the schoon- 
er at Catalina is a fillbustering craft and that 
she would call outside the harbor bar of San 
Diego for a contingent of Lower California 
invaders. The Democrata, it is supposed 
will watch both mysterious vessels. 

Detatls of the sinking of the insurgent 
steamer Blanco Encalada in Caldera Bay by 
the torpedo boats Almyrante, Lynch and 
Coudell have been received in a cabiegram 
dated Iquique, April %. The Blanco Encalada 
was lying atanchorin a helpless condition, 
part of her machinery being on shore under- 
going repairs. She was unable to get up 
steam or move from her position, thus offer- 
ing a steady target to the ves- 
sels, which steamed around her and dis- 
charged torpedoes as they pleased.

The explosion 
caused a great panic in the neighborhood 
where it took place, the latter being the most 
aristocratic quarter of this city. 

A dynamite outrage which is placed to the 
account of the labor agitators occurred at 
Mons to-day. A miner of this neighborhood, 
made himself conspicuous by his firm refusal 
to go out on strike with the rest of the men 
employed with him. He wag warned that it 
was dangerous for him to persist in this 
course, but he would not strike. This morn- 
ing a dynamite cartridge wasin some man- 
ner placed in his house and exploded, com- 
pletely wrecking it. The police are investi- 
gating the affair, butas yet they have not 
made any arrests. 


A NEW DANGER AT ROME. 

Rome, May 5.—Startling rumors are circu- 
lating in this city and are causing much 
alarm at the Vatican and in Government 
circies. The rumors originated after a fire 
which yesterday evening was discovered in 
the barracks occupied in this city by the 
Carabineri, a picked body of armed and 
mounted policemen or gendarmes. The names 
in spite of the Carabineri, assisted by the 
troops and the firemen who were summoned 
to the scene, soon spread to the barns or 
store houses adjoining the Carabineri bar- 
racks, where the stocks of frage intended 
for the horses of the Carabiner! were stored. 
The stalls were soon attacked by the flames 
and the terrified horses, liberated with dim 
culty by the stable guard, rushed frantically 
down to the banks of the Tiber, where they 
were afterwards recaptured. In the mean- 
while the news of the fire had spread through- 
out Rome and naturally had reached the 
Vatican. It is not exactly known in 
what shape the news of the fire 
was communicated to the Vatican authori- 
ties, but in any case it so alarmed them that 
the entire Swiss Guard was immediately or- 
dered under arms and was kept under arms 
throughout the night. It is now currently 
reported that the fire which so alarmed the 
Vatican was undoubtedly of an incendiary 
origin, and that it wasthe work of the so- 
clalist element of this city which has been 
bubbling up here and elsewhere before May 
Day, on May Day and since that date in vari- 
ous forms and under different disguises. 


THE TROUBLE AT FOURMIES. 

Fotr urs, May 5.—The debate in the Cham 
ber of Deputies yesterday upon the subjeet of 
the Fourmies riots has considerably em- 
bittered the strikers, who have now increased 
their demands for higher wages. Renewed 
scenes of disorder, it is feared, are probable 
in the near future should the demands of the 
strikers be refused. M. Comstans has taken 
vigorous measures to stamp out what he calls 
the Anarchist troubles. He has approved 
the action of the commander of the 
troops in fring upon the mob, and or- 
dered an additional force of cavairy to the 
scene, with instructions to pursue the same 
vigorous course as on Saturday, 
be another outbreak. 

The women of Fourmiesand the adjoining 
Villages are excited, and last evening a num 
ber of them rushed about from house to 
house calling upon busbands and brothers to 
avenge the dead. One woman whose husband 
was shot in the massacre as it is called, 
dipped her hand in the blood that welled from 
his side and swore vengenance against the 

’* Republic. Excitement has not 
subsided.

RIOTING IN CLEVELAND. 

CLEVELAND, O., May 6.—Trouble on the 
lumber docks has broken out afresh. An en- 
counter between union and non-union lum- 
ber- shovers took place this morning at N. 
Mills 4 Co. 's dock, The non-union men 
went to work about 7 ©0’clock without police 
protection and weré soon surrounded bya 
crowd of union men, who told them that if 
they did not quit work they would be made to 
quit. Themen were Working in the hold of 
the lumber barge Leader and all came out but 
one colored workman, who was finally per- 
suaded at the point of a revolver. 

While the excitement was at its height some 
small boys on the edge ot the crowd began 
throwing stones, and this set both union and 
non-union men on edge, each blaming the 
other for the stone-throwing, and the fight- 
ing began. The union cohorts being the 
larger, soon put the non-unionists to flight, 
and in the melee George Kufla, a non-worker, 
was knocked senseless witha brick. He was 
carried into an adjoining blacksmith shop 
and finally came to. He bied profusely, and 
an ambulance being sent for he was taken to 
Huron Street Hospital. Another man was 
badly hurt, but his name could not be learned 
before hig friends had dragged him off to a 
place of safety. The mill carpenters have 
also struck, out of sympathy for the lumberg 
shovers. 


IN THE COKE REGION. 

SCOTTDALE, Pa., May 6.—The burial of John 
Mahan, the striker killed at Leisinring Sun- 
day evening, will be made the occasion fora 
general mass meeting Of strikers. The forces 
ot deputies are being largely increased at 
several plants to-day, particularly at Leisin- 
ring No. 3. Seventy Italian workmen quit at 
Whitney’s last night and left the region. 
Two car loads of foreign workmen arrived at 
Morewood last evening and more are ex- 

to arrive to-day. The Sheriff's posse 
is at Bradford to-day continuing the work of 
evicting the families of strikers. Twenty 
families will be set out at that place to-day. 
This morning twenty-five Hungarian work 
men, who were taken to Leisinring No. 3 
last night, refused to go to work and left the 
region.

SWALLOWED A PIN. 


The Suffering ofa Child With the Obstruc- 
tion in Her Throat. 


BALTIMORE, Md. ,May 6.—Littie Annie Giass- 
ner is dying from blood potsoning caused by 
having drawn a pin into her bronchial tube 
while yawning about two weeks ago. She 
suffers horrible agony from the tearing of the 
throat and the consequent inflammation. 
The doctors are to perform the operation of 
trachectomy inthe hope of finding and re- 
moving the pin, but there is little chance for 
the giri's recovery. The accident occurred 
in school and the girl was at once taken toa 
hospital. 


A STRANGE DISEASE. 

CISCINFATI, O., May 5.—An Anderson dis- 
patch says: Maud, the 22-year-old daughter 
of Water-works Encimeer Thomas Jones, 
died Sunday of a disease that has baffied all 
medical science. One year ago the muscles 
and ligaments of the arm began to grow to 
the bones. A surgical operation was per- 
formed, the arm was lanced and the muscles 
were released. However, the operation did 
not give permanent relief, and it was but a 
short time until another operation became 
necessary. No less than twenty similar 
operations have deen performed. Finally 
the peculiar malady extended to the legs and 
soon resulted im death.

BITTEN BY A HORSE. 
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HE MEANT TO KILL, 
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James Harris Shoots Lee Thomas in 
the Face. 


PROBABLE MURDER ON THE COLUMBIA 
BOTTOM ROAD, 


The Injured Man a Son-in-Law of His As- 
sailant—Harris’ Wife and Daughter 
Hye-Witnesses to the Deed—The Old 
Man’s Statement—A Jealous Husbend 
Uses a Knife—Police News. 


Shortly after 1 o’clock this morning Sergt. 
Purcell and Officer Cleveland of the mounted 
platoon, Fifth District, rode to the residence 
of James Harris on the Columbia Bottom 
road, near the Chain of Rocks, and took the 
old man from his bed. An extra horse was 
procured and the prisoner was landed behind 
the bars at the Fifth District Main Station, 
where he is now held on the charge of as- 
sault with intent to kill. It is more than prob- 
able, however, that he will later be 
compelled to answer to the charge of murder 
as his victim, Lee Thomas, is now dying of 
the injuries he inflicted. Both parties are 
colored. 

Thomas is Harris’ son-in-law, having mar- 
ried the old man’s daughter almost three 
years ago. This spring the two frent- 
ead a small place at . WS £Col- 
umbia Bottom road and commenced a 
partnership gardening, putting in their 
ground in vegetable truck. The two always 
managed to get along well together until 
yesterday morning. While at Baden, after a 
load of fertilizer, Harris became angry at 
what he termed was the overloading of their 
horse, and they guarreled on the street. 
Nothing more was said of the matter until 
about 56 o’clock yesterday afternoon, when 
the subject of the dispute was again brought 
up and the quarrel renewed. 

No person except the combatants 
know much ot this dispute, The 
first intimation of hostilities was 
when Harris rushed from the garden at 
the back of the house into his room and 
snatched up a loaded shotgun which stood 
behind the door. Thus armed, he rushed 
back into the yard, followed by his wife and 
daughter, the latter Thomas’ wife. 

SHOT HIM IN THE FACE. 

Before the eyes of the horrified wit- 
nesses the old man raised the weapon 
while less than twenty feet from 
his victim and fired a heavy load of fine shot 
into Thomas’ head. The leaden hail scattered 
as it new, yet the greater part of the load 
entered the younger man’s face and he fell, 
with his left jaw almost torn away. 

Harris made no attempt toescape. Re- 
turning to the house he coolly placed the gun 
behind the door and sat down to await devel- 
opments. Thomas was carried by his wife 
and a couple of negroes, who had been sum 
moneda by the shot, into another room of the 
house. Then one of 
mounted a 
for a surgeon. 
stopped at the shanty of Emanuel Thomas, 
an elder brother of the injured man living 
about three miles away, and told him of the 
shooting. Emanuel set out to find an officer, 
while the messenger proceeded to 
the office of Dr. Vanboren, ee eal 
Halls Ferry road. The physician 
returned with him to the house and spent the 
night at the bed of the injured negro. It was 
almost II o’clock when Emanuel Thomae 
reached the O’Fallon Park Station with the 
news ot the affray. <A telephone message 
was then sent to the main station and Sergt. 
Purcell and Officer Cleveland were 
dispatched to make the arrest. Two hours 
later the prisoner was behind the bars. 

HARKIS’ STATEMENT. 

Harris claims to be 76 years old, but is quite 
energetic forsooldaman, His story of the 
shooting is that when the quarrel was 
renewed in the garden, Thomas drew a 
knife and attacked him with the weapon. 
He insists that he tried to keep the man away 
witha hoe, and in desperation ran to the 
house for the shotgun. He claims that he 
fired in self defense. Emanuel Thomas, the 
brother of the injured man, was seen to-day 
when he made application in the office of As- 
sistant Prosecuting Attorney Estep at the 
Four Courts for a warrnt charging Harris 
with assault with intent tokill. He insists 
that both Harris’ wifeand daughter,who 
witnessed the shooting, say that it was en- 
tirely unprovoked and insist that they saw 
nothing of a knife in the injured man’s 
hands. 

From all accounts Thomas is so badiy hurt 
that recovery is next to impossible. The 
charge of shot, it seems, entered bis face at 
the right side of the mouth and tore away 
the cheek and much ofthe jaw bone, pene-

WINCHESTER, Ky., May 5.—Circuit Court ts 
in session and amongthe principal cases to 
be tried are the celebrated murder cases 
growing out of the French-fversole 
feud of Perry County, which were trans- 
ferred to this county on account of the law 
lessness existing in that section.

Gilmer she confessed that Mrs. Baker had 
been killed, The woman was given potsen, 
and it is now believed that Dr. Baker had the 
body embalmed to hide the traces of it. It ts 
said that Baker and Mrs. Gilmer have been 
eriminally intimate for ten years, but the 
death of Mrs. Baker did not put things in 
such shape as to permit their being together 
without difficulty and fear of detection. Itis 
Also admitted that Dr. Baker sent Mrs. an.

NOT BE CONFIRMED.

und Republicans to Reject All Un- 
worthy Nominations—Those Who Are 
Considered Sure—Taking the Political 
Measure of Office Holders. 


The belief that the Mayor’s slate will not 
be confirmed as a whole has grown wonder- 


in plenty and ofevery variety, but they are 
all alike in one respect, that some of the 
Mayor’s friends will have to go without or- 
fice for another four years and find another 
source of income than the city treasury. 
The sole topic of interest and discussion 
among the politicians is the question of con- 
firming the slate. The chances of the various 
men have been canvassed over and over, but 
the only new idea that has been suggested 
comes in the form ofa ‘‘tip’’ that nine of the 
Counciimen will vote to reject Gilbert, the 
nominee for Commissioner of Supplies. Some 
who are well posted say that the Democrats 
are opposed to him because he is a Repub- 
ican, and they will not vote the choicest office 
of the lot to a man of his political faith. There 
are private objections to him also which will 
influence a number of the Counculmen to vote 
against him. 
. A COMBINATION OF EIGHT. 

It was said to-day thata very unique com- 
bination had been formed to control the 
Council 6o far as the appointments are con- 
cerned. If the reportistrue, Messrs. Wal- 
bridge, Cole, Hortonand Meter of the Re- 
publicans and Messrs. Anderson, Flesh, 
James and Arnstein of the Democrats have 
formed a combine, which can control the ac- 
tion of the body, and they propose to con- 
ider only 11 man's qualifications 
in voting on the question of 
his confirmation, The fact that 
such a combination has been formed is 
vouched for by men who have opportunities 
to learn what is going on, but they refuse to 
say who will be approved and who rejected 
on the list. 

And yet, although this statement is made so 
positively that itcan hardly be doubted, the 
Republicans had a meeting last night and 
discussed what their action should be as 
party men. 

A REPUBLICAN CAUCUS. 

The six Republican members of the Coun- 
cil beld a caucus last night in President 
Walbridge’s business office to discuss the 
Mayor’s nominations and decide upon a plan 
of proceedure with reference to the most 
important offices. The meeting lasted some 
time and the minority members all had some- 
thing to say concerning this and that nomi- 
nation. According to the statements of 
Republican members to-day, the only con- 
clusion reached was to let every man 
on the slate stand on his merits, and vote for 
his confirmatioa or rejection on that score, 

WHAT PRESIDENT WALBRIDGE SAYS. 

Speaking to a Post-DisratTcu representative 
this morning, President Walbridge said: 
„We have no desire or intention of antago- 
nizing the Mayor in any form or manner, and 
when we are satisfied the men selected by 

him are competent, and the interests of the 
city and people will be guarded by them, we 
will not oppose their confirmation. The Re- 
publican minority will do its best for 
the city under the circumstances presented, 
There will be no opposition toa man because 
he isa Democrat ofthe Mayor’s choice, un- 
less there are good reasons for his rejection. 
That is the way I feel on this subject, and I 
am gatis led my colleagues view it in about 
the same light. 
LOOKED ON AS SURE THINGS. 

Several of the nominees on the Mayor’s 
slate are almost sure of confirmation. Dr. 
A. C. Robinson, nominated for the Board of 
Health, is at the head ofthe list. Except on 
a caucus opposition, he will be giventhe Re- 
publican votes. He served many years in the 
Health Department and is familiar with all 
its workings. 

But in spite of the fact that Benseik and 
Hoolan attended the meeting, they are rated 
as Noonan men. They have not drawn party 
lines, Dut on the contrary, it is said that they 
have agreed to support the Mayor’s nomi- 
nees. Those who are opposed to the siate 
count Benseik and Hoolan with the Noonan 
forces whenever they begin to speculate on 
the chances of confirmation or rejection. If 
they are Noonan men, then it is not improba.- 
Dle that the other four have joined the com- 
bination of eight which does not intend to 
fight the Mayor, but does propose to reject 
improper nominations. 

In the list of District Assessors Anselyme 
Alberts, renominated and M. S. Brennan are 
sure to be confirmed. Alberts has held over 
from adminstration to administration with- 
out opposition. Brennan has been connected 
with the Assessors’ office for over thirteen 
yearsand is one of President O’Brien’s most 
responsibie assistants. Though regretting 
the loss ot such an able head of one of his 
departments Assessor O’Brien has expressed 
his willingnessto vouch for the thorough 
competency of the nominee. 

T. E. Scully has held only two political po- 
sitions and no charges of personal or political 
dishonesty can stand against him. The most 
serious accusation which can be made against 
him is that he isa friend of Mayor Noonan. 
This, the Republican Councilmen say, will 
not be entertained against any nominee, and 


oon the platform they have adopted he will 


receive the vote of the Republican members 
as well as the Democratic for Assessor of 
Water Rates. 

Mr. A. A. Paxon, for Judge of the Second 
District Police Court, will in all probability 
have no opposition whatever. Mulvehm, for 
Assistant City-Attorney, is likewise pretty 
sure of confirmation.

The first place visited by the mob, which 
was composed of some 150 men, was Burnet’s 
quarry on Scott and Cardinal avenues, where 
more than one bundred negroes were em- 
ployed, taking the places of the strikers. 
The mob went into the pitand told the men 
that they must quit work immediately. It 
did not take long to convince the negroes 
that thelr usefulness at tnis par- 
ticular place was a thing of 
the past, a majority of them getting 
out of the quarry and away as soon as pos- 
sible.

THE MISSOURI PACIFIO TO SHOW CAUSE 
FOR THE CUT IN SUGAR RATES. 


Left to His Fate by Gould and Clark, Mr. 
Leeds Will Throw Himself Upon the 
“Mercy of the Court —The Board to 
Forgive and Forget—General Railway 
News. 


New Yorn, May 6.—On the meeting of the 
Advisory Board of the Western Trafic As- 
scciation, which is to be held at the Windsor 
Hotel, will depened thelife ofthat associa- 
tion. After the failure of the meeting at 
Chicago, prophesies of the downfall of the 
association were loud, and the angry atti- 
tude of those members who went to Chicago 
went far toward giving such prophesies the 
color of probabilities. Time seems now to 
have smoothed their anger at the missing 
members and to have cooled their indigna- 
tion at the cut rates instituted bythe Mis- 
souri Pacific, and the railroad men 
now in the city unite in 
predicting a harmonious meeting. 

It is confidently. asserted that a quorum will 

de present. Indeed, there seems doubt only 
about the representation of the Southern 
Pacific. Mr. Huntington will not be in New 
York for several weeks, and no one at the 
Southern Pacific office yesterday could tell 
whether any preparations to be represented 
atthe meeting had been made. President 
Marvin Hughitt and Chairman Albert Keep 
of the Chicago 4 Northwestern; Sidney Dil- 
lon of the Union Pacific, and Chairman Chop- 
pel of the Denver & Rio Grande were quoted 
veszerday as predicting harmony and peace 
at the conference. The Missouri Pacific sugar 
rates will undoubtedly be held up for inspec- 
tion, as they are still on the slate from the 
Chicago flasco. * 

Mr. Gould 's pet scheme of establishing joint 
agencies will also be brought up again. The 
association has as yet established no rule, 
and the plan of abolishing individual agencies 
will probably meet with favor, though it 
could not be put into effect until the future of 
the association is assured. 

CANADIAN COMPETITION. . 

Another subject to be brought up is that of 
Canadian competition for through freight to 
the Northwest, and action may be taken in 
direct opposition to the Interstate Commerce 
law, with the idea of having it tested in the 
Supreme Court. The long and short haul, 
clause of the law necessitates ro- 
duction, if if any, to be made 
on all freight alike, whether for 
localor through delivery. The through 
freight is only a small per cent of the total 
tonnage on the New York Central, amount- 
ing to about 12 per cent, and onthe Pennsy!- 
vania to about 7 percent. The railroads do 
not consider a reduction on the entire 
amount to meet a cut on s small a point to 
be a paying business. Hence it will be pro- 
posed to-morrow that some road, with the 
association at its back, ignore the obnoxious 
**long and short haul’’ clause, and adjust its 
tariff to meet the through rates of the Oana- 
dian lines. In this way the one clause of the 
law will be tested, as the whole law will, in a 
general way, de tested in the action of Cox 
Bros. against the Lehigh Valley. 

The Sun to-day says: ‘‘Mr. Gould’s pur- 
poses have so far remained a mystery, but 
from the opinion of a gentleman given below, 
it is clear that he has applied some kind of a 
sedative to the feelings of the members of the 
Advisory Board. And yet none of them has 
sO much as intimated what it was. The Sun 
is able to explain the reason of the remark- 
able change, which will have the effect of 
turning to-morrow’s meeting into a love feast 
instead of a war dance. 

**Messrs. Gould and Clark have decided to 
leave Traffic Manager Leedsto his fate and 
throw him onto the mercy of the Advisory 
Board. They have disavowed all know!l- 
edge of the cut in sugar rates, and 
have informed the commissioners and other 
members of the board that Mr. Leeds acted 
entirely on his own authority. Mr. Leeds 
came to New York just before the time set 
for the Chicago meetingand submitted toa 
severe examination by his superiors. He 
convinced them that he was justified in ling 
the tarif. But Mr. Leeds’ mistake was in 
not applying to the association for leave to 
reduce therates. It is said that both of his 
superiors felt that there was a plain vio- 
lation ofthe agreement and if they upheld 
Mr. Leeds they could never expect any other 
road to live up to the agreement. 

ME. LEEDS’ STATEMENT. 

Mr. Leeds will be allowed to justify him 
selfifhecan. He will makea statement. It 
is said to be already in the hands of Mrv 
Gould or Mr. Clark, explaining why he or- 
dered the cut in sugar. It will contain some 
interesting strictures on the other roads, it 
is said, particularly the Alton and the Atchi- 
son. The complaint is that Mr. Leeds found 
bis neighbors making wholesale slashes in 
the rates, and he simply met them with an 
open rate. The Sun, before Mr. Leeds filed 
his tariff, found evidence in New York that 
quite a number tf roads stood in with the 
sugar magnates, and it was believed that 
they made it an object to the refiners to give 
them the big shipments that were made dur- 
ing the latter part of April. 

„ don’t think that the Advisory Board 
will demand the discharge of Mr. Leeds,’ 
said the gentleman referred to above.’ Mr. 
Gould, I think, takes the view that Mr. Leeds 
misinterpreted his privileges. You will 
notice that the offense that he 
not directly provided for in the by-laws, al- 
though ft isa part ot the preamble that no 
company shail cut rates on its own author 
ity, even if its neighbors are guilty.

WILL CONSOLIDATE. 


Absorption of Rival Electric Light 


Companies by the Laclede. 


GAYLORD, BLESSING & CO. TO MAKE Ar. 
PLICATION FOR AN INJUNCTION. 


The Big Deal All Arranged at a Meeting 
Held Saturday—Blessing Was Present 
but Refused to Vote His Stock and 
Vice-President Thompson Not Sur- 
prised at Blesding’s Action. 


The formal! and final consolidation of entire 
lighting facilities of St. Louis, both electric 
and gas, is now practically accomplished, 
unless sudden opposition should arise be- 
fore the last legal steps are taken in the mat- 
ter. And it is also almost a cer- 
tainty that the closing act in this 
perfection of the light monopoly 
will develop legal proceedings intended to 
prevent its consummation, and likely to ro- 
sult ina bitter war in thecourts. This sud- 
den climax in a deal involving about $12,000, - 
000 altogether, has just arisen, 

On Saturday last a meeting of stockholders 
of the Laclede Gas Light Co., was held at the 
company’s Offices. At that meeting the pur- 
chase ot the Municipal and the Missouri 
Electric Light companies by the Laclede was 
authorized by a vote of stockholders, and the 
deal that has been in progress for the past 
six months was closed as far as it was pos- 
sible for it to be closed without the formal 
transfer of the property itself. The deal was 
an outright purchase of the Municipal Co., 
capitalized for $1,500,000,and the Missouri, 
capitalized for $1,000,000. — 

The vote authorizing the purchase was 
unanimous, With one exception. The finan- 
cial brokerage firm of Gaylord, Blessing & 
Co. own 100 shares of Laclede stock, and that 
stock was not voted at the meeting. Mr. 
Blessing Was present, but declined to 
vote. It was known that Gay - 
lord, Blessing 4 Co. were opposed 
tothe consolidation, and this action was ac- 
cepted as presaging trouble of some sort, 
but it was not known what action they pro- 
posed to take in the matter. 

To-day it ‘became known what 
thelr action would be. They will ask 
for an injunction to prevent the proposed 
consolidation, and as stockholders of the 
Laclede will take legal steps to protect their 
interests in the deal which they have opposed 
from the start. This will throw the whole 
matter into the courts, and will bring up a 
question of the possible monopoly of the 
lighting of an entire city without competition 
for the privilege, which will make the case 
a notable one. The legal papers ask- 
ing for the writ of injunction are 
already drawn up, and it is probable that 
they will be filed in the Circuit Court to- 
morrow. This prompt action is necessary to 
prevent the definite transfer of the property 
of the Municipal and Missouri companies to 
th Laclede under the terms of the pur- 
chase as was authorized by the stockholders 
of the purchasing company. 

VICE-PRESIDENT THOMPSON NOT SURPRISED. 

Mr. James D. Thompson, Vice-President of 
the Laclede Gas-Light Co., was not sur- 
prised when he learned that Mr. Blessing 
would begin the injunction proceedings. In 
fact, he seemed to be amused and smiled when 
he said, ‘‘I knew that John was upto some- 
thing, but I did not know just what form it 
would ittake. He is opposed to the consoll- 
dation of the electric light and gas com- 
panies and he represents the Gaylord-Bless- 
ing stock, but it is a trifling amount. It 
doesnt count tor anything. * 
good deal had been said 
about the consolidation during the past six 
months, but none of the statements have 
been correct and untl the consolidation is 
effected it is hardly worth while to give out 
an exact statement of what has been done. 
All that is necessary to say is, that the stock- 
holders have authorised the consolidation 
unanimously.’’ 

‘*How about Blessing?“ 

He didn’t vote. He was present at the 
meeting, but he declined to vote. All the 
stock except the Gaylord-Blessing interest 
was voted, and all of it was voted in favor of 
the consolidation. The reports and the pa- 
pers have said that the companies consoli- 
dated six months ago, but that is 
not true. It was only last Satur- 
day that the stockholders authorized the con- 
solidation, and it has not been effected 
yet. There area great many preliminaries 
to be arranged before it can be accomplished. 
The consolidation has now been authorized, 
however, and by all the stockholders except 
Blessmg. Blessing wouldn’t vote, and I 
knew from that he was opposed to it, but 
I did not know what he was going to do.“

PENDING FOR SOME TIME. 

The deal as proposed is between the Laclede 
Gas Light Co. and the Municipal and Missouri 
Electric Light companies, the Laclede already 
owning the third electric ight company of 
this city under its own name. It was re- 
ported to have been practically consummated 
about Feb. 15 last, although from to-day’s 
developments this would seem to have been 
premature. It was the result of a 
Struggle between the Laclede, with its 
capital of $10,000,000, and the two 
other companies with a combined capital of 
$2,500,000, and was brought about by the de- 
termination of the Laclede to control abso- 
lutely the lighting facilities of the entire city 
of St. Louis. The municipal plant at Kigh- 
teenth and Gratiot Streets is the 
largest single electric light plant in 
the world, and.as long as it remained inde- 
pendent of the Laclede its competition was a 
most serious matter. In February last 
the Laciede made a plain proposition 
offering to buy 
them out at a fair price. Refusing the 


offer, the only alternati¥e was a fight to

THE CONGECTIONERS’ CONVENTION. 


The First Day’s Session Devoted to a Dis- 
, @ussion of Their Election System. 

The Eighth Annual Convention of the Na- 
tional Confectioners’ Association of the 
United States opened at 11:30 o’clock this 
morning in the grand parlors of the Southern 
Hotel. President Jacob Buss called the con- 
vention to order and 184 delegates re- 
sponded to the roll call by Secretary 
Martin Dawson. The President annouuced 
upon Opening the session that the convention 
was not expected to get down to actual 
business before to-morrow, and that conse- | 
quently the regular order of business would 
not be taken up to-day. For an 
hour previous to the opening the 
Executive Committee had deen in 
session in the gentlemen’s parlor arranging 
for the systematic disposition of matters to 
come before the convention. Their report 
Was not expected at this morning’s session 
and the proceedings, although conducted in 
executive session, were informal in nature. 

The only question taken up Was that of the 
election of officers, but upon this a lively de- 
bate developed which occupied nearly the 
entire session. It seems that a system has ob- 
tained In the association by which candidates 
for the various offices are selected by a com- 
mittee ofthree. The committee is elected by 
the vote of the convention, and the ticket 
nominated by them is elected without oppo- 
sition. It was claimed in the debate to-day, 
which was -taken part in by many of the 
delegates, that the system was too much in 
the nature of a machine and that the officers 
should be duly nominated and balloted for in 
open convention. It ig likely that a change in 
the system will be made by the present 
convention, and that the first election of 
officers under the new rules will be held here. 
It has also been a matter of courtesy to elect 
the President of the association from the city 
n which the convention is held, and there 
are already two St. Louis candidates in the 
field. The first is Mr. August H. Blanke, 
President of the Blanke & Bro.

The Merchants’ Exchange Will Not Have 


Did Not Approve—Whitsett Divorce. 


The Court of Appeals rendered decisions 
this morning in twenty-three cases. The suit 
of OC. H. Albers to compel the Merchants’ 
Exchange to restore to the treasury of the 
Exchange the money taken from it for the 
option given the Exchange on the Planters’ 
House for the entertainment of the Pan- 
American Congress and the Farmers and 
Laborers’ Union, amountingim all to some 
case went up on a writ of error, 
Mr. Albers appealing from the decision 
of Judge Fisher of the Circuit Court sustain- 
ing the Bxchange’s Gemurrer tothe plain- 
tic 's petition. 

Judge Seymour D. who 
dered the decision, the other judges concur- 
ring, says that before a single member of a 
corporation whose membership is 8,000 can 
maintain such an action he must show that 
he has endeavored in good faith, through 
corporate meetings, or otherwise, to induce 
the appropriate affirmative action on the 
part ofa majority of the stockholders. The 
petitio Mr. Albers does not show bd what 
tenure the directors held office, whether they 
could be turned out by a majority of the 
stockholders, whether the stock, can or cannot 
be accumulated by one or a few members 80 as 
to perpetuate themselves in power and pro- 
vent a redress of their breach of trust except 
through the courts. It ought clearly to ap- 
pear that he is not the only one who com- 
plains, or that if he is the only one, his loss is 
of a substantial character. The plaintiit’s 
interest in the fund lost by the alleged breach 
of trust is only 78 cents, and in a case where 
the plaintiff’s loss is so small, and where no 
other member appears to have been willing, 
after the lapse of more than a 
year between the bringing of 
action and its final determination, to 
join himin its prosecution, Judge Thomp- 
son says that it is well to adopt the observa- 
tion of Judge Sawyer, that ‘‘it is always a 
suspicious circumstance where a single stock- 
holder among a large number of a corpora- 
tion rushes into a court of equity to vindi- 
cate unaided and alone the rights of a cor- 
poration and of other stockholders.’’

ALASKAN EXPLORATIONS. 


New Rivers, Lakes and Mountain Ranges 
Dise overed. g 


SaN Francisco, May 5.—The first letter to 
reach this city from J. Henry Turner, sub- 
assistant in the United States Coast and Geo- 
detic Service, since his departure for Alaska 
in 1889, was received by Prof. Geo. Davidson 
yesterday. Mr. Turner was in charge ofa 
party of ten which was to co-operate with a 
similar party under Sub-Assistant Me- 
Grath in determining the location of 
the list meridian, boundary line be- 
tween Alaska and British Oolumbia. 
The letter is dated at St. Michaels, Sept. 20, 
1890, and was intrusted to the care of the 
Wells party, by whom it was sent to this 
city. Discoveries of Mr. Turner in hitherto 
unexplored regions which he traversed are 
very interesting. His observations will 
cause a change in the map of the country be - 
tween the Arctic Ocean and Porcupine River, 
in which he found rivers, lakes and moun- 
tain ranges where before was supposed to be 
only a vast plain. Incidentally Mr.Turner re- 
feres to the experiences of Wells, who was 
forced to eat his dogs. Mr. Turner’s camp 
was located on Porcupine River, 160 miles 
from the Arctic Ocean and 1,000 miles from 
the mouth of the Yukon River.

position for one year. During the month 
certain of the trustees wished a change and 
Mr. Boyse received notice that his resigna- 
tion was desired. Believingthe reasons given 
to be merely of a whimsical nature, and not 
cuffictent to even hearken to, he refused to 


consider the matter and went right along with 
his religious duties. But the trustees be- 
came persistent and said they would bring 
the matter before the courts. To this the 
clergyman made no objection, believing that 
his position would be sustained by such a 
move. soit was done, and Friday of this 
week was the day set for trial. Notwith- 
standing the fact that the law had been ap- 
pealed to, the energetic trustees decided to 
proceed in thelr own way, and 60 the Rev. 
Mr. Wood, a former pastor of the church, was 
engaged to fill the pulpit on last Sunday. 
This move, it was said, was made without 
Mr. Boyse’s knowledge. Therefore on Sun- 
day at noon he appeared and he found the 
pulpit ocoupied.

TRIED TO RUN THE CHURCH. 


Elder E. A. Love Discharges the Choir and 
Himself Gets Dismissed. 

No more does the melodious voice of Elder 
E. A. Love, whileom pastor of Shiloh Bap- 
tist Ohurch, charm the colored members of, 
that congregation. By the action of Parson 
Lovu’s congregation, duly assembled in 
executive session to the number of 150, 
last Saturday night, he was deposed for 
**meddling and other conduct unbecoming a 
true minister of the Gospel.’’ The charges 
against the gentleman were that he uncere- 
moniously, without just cause or reason 
therefor, deliberately and with malice afore- 
thought, did then and there instantaneous- 
ly’’ on a certain Sunday a few weeks 
ago, without authorization from the con- 
gregation, discharge from the service of the 
church and well-drilled choir,’’ under the 
leadership of Reuben L. Herbert, a member 
ot long as well as high standing. Then to 
make matters worse, were sucha thing pos- 
sible, the reverend gentleman did again 
without authorization, propose and proceed 
to carry out a plan to move the meeting 
place. In fact, heis charged with carrying 
things with such an exceedingly bigh hand, 
that the membership dwindled away 
until there was only about twenty-five-of the 
original 175 who had worshipped as members 
of Shiloh Church, at Young’s Hall, Sixteenth 
and Morgan streets. Satarday the word was 
quickly passed arougd that some action was 
to be taken by the congregation, and Moder- 
ator Wm. Ward called the assemblage to 
order. There were some 180 personages pres- 
ent. The proceedings were duly recorded by 
Miss Nannie Bell Martin. 

This is the same congregation over which 
Rev. Simon P. Anderson presided at the time 
he gained possession of some $1,200 belonging 
to the Oentral Baptist Church, and which he 
is accused of having appropriated to his 
private use. Anderson left the city during 
the discussion as to what use he put the

THE WEEK S ATTRACTIONS 


AN EXCELLENT LIST OF ENTERTAIN- 
MENTS FOR THEATER-GOERS. 


Good and Bad Points About Blue Jeans.“ 
—A Popular Attraction—“The Crystal 
Slipper’’—‘“‘Aunt Bridget’s Baby’’— 
Other Events. 


One of the best examples of the jumble of 
varied dramatic materials which superficial 
cleverness devises and constructs into the 
successful novelty of the stage is afforded by 
‘*Blue Jeans, the play by Joseph Arthur, 
running at the Olympic. 

There is a little of everything in the play, 
the author having woven in the woof of sen- 
sational melodrama bits of variety, roaring 
farceand the domestic drama. Exception- 
ally clever and neat material is joined to ex- 
ceedingly crude and coarse features. From 
the serious standpoint of dramatic art the 
play is open to the gravest criticism, but 
there are points about it which deserve the 
highest praise. The plot is frequently 
strained to the point of absurdity, and 
is an offense to sound judgment and 
good taste. The entire development of the 
story depends upon actions of the hero, 
which are incompatible with either sense or 
honor. In some respects the hero is more of 
a villian than the accredited villain of the 
play, and more of a fool than the rustic 
clown. Having been entrapped into a mar- 
riage with an adventuress, he entraps an 
honest girl into another marriage without 
telling her of his situation and without 
taking the plain and easy course of freeing 
himself from his previous entanglement. He 
then deliberately and repeatedly lies to his 
wiie to retain her confidence, and succeeds 
in doing so. 

In the last a pretty domestic scene is pre- 
sented in which an old couple await the 
arrival of their two children, who have been 
away from home for years. The old couple 
quarrel in a most disreputable manner, and 
their son and daughter return, the one in the 
guise of a minister and the other in that of a 
prosperous and respectable woman while 
the son is a minstrel performer of the 
„Hash! order, and the daughter is a 
variety actress of the loud and tough kind. 
Both glory in their toughness andinthe de- 
ception they are practicing on the old people. 
The author so far from recognizing the piti- 
able meanness and pathetic cruelty of sucha 
situation treats it as a bit of delightful and 
sportive comedy. These are a few of the 
Dlots in the drama. 

On the other hand an altogether excellent 
and pleasing point is the atmosphere, the 
fine aroma ofthe soll which pervades many 
of the scenes and characters. Some capital 
work has been done in the drawing of the 
characters. Severalofthem are admirably 
accentuated and possess captivating origin- 
ality and naturalness. Several features are 
unique and attractive, especially the country 
band, which is lead by a most amusing drum 
major and is full of characteristic humor, 
and the burlesque which keenly suggests 
rustic jollification. The sawmill scene in 
which the hero is saved from a horrible 
death by his wife is exceedingly realistic and 
presents an episode of intense interest. 

The company is excellent asa whole, and 
the principal characters are presented with 
skill and effectiveness. Jennie Yeamans as 
June, the girl from the Poor-house, displays 
a smart knowingness which belongs to the 
city gamin rather than tothe country walf, 
and her pathos is artificial, but she is original, 
clever and takingly effective in comedy. 
Perry Bascom, the weak hero, is taken with 
intelligent skill by Wm. Harcourt. Thechar- 
acteristic humor of the part of Col. Reisener 
is admirably brought out by George D. Chap- 
lin, and excellent character drawing is done 
by George Fawcettand J.J. Wallace as Ben 
Boone and Jacob Tutewller. 

The fascinating adventuress, Sue Eudady, 
is admirably suggested in person and manner 
by Judith Beraldi, but is perhaps overacted 
attimes. Entirely satisfactory work is done 
by Jacques Kruger as Jim Tutewiler, W. J. 
Wheeler as Ike Hankins, Marion Strickland 
as Samantha Hankins, Laura Bart as Bellma 
and Erminje Eastlake and others. 
The performance is full of dash and inct- 
dents amusing or serious follow each other 
so rapidly that the audience is thoroughly 
entertained by the life of the people. Of the
